Fleming pointed out. “If his 
secretary doesn’t get away 
when the quitting whistle 
blows, he must pay her time 
and a half for overtime. As a 
consequence he is mending his 
ways.”

AFL Will Give “Capacity Service” 


To Nation in Defense Emergency 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, de- 
clared that the 5,000,000 A. F. of L. 
members are “eager to give service 
to capacity” in the present national 
emergency. 

In an editorial appearing in the 
June issue of the American federa- 
tionist, official monthly magazine 
of the A. F. of L., President Green 
wrote: 

“The chief executive’s proclama- 
tion declaring an unlimited na- 
tional emergency confronts us with 
the immediate necessity for putting 
our military, naval and air defenses 
in readiness for action. 

“We face the most grueling test 
to which our nation has ever been 
subjected—in discipline, loyalty to 
national ideals and ability to 
achieve. Upon our ability to pro- 
duce the weapons of defense the 
fate of democracy rests. 

“The American Federation of 
Labor knows our unions and their 
membership will do their full part 
and more. We have as much at 
stake in this worldwide battle for 
human freedom as any other group 
in our nation. We pledge our co- 
operation, our services and oul 
devotion. 

“The results of defense progress 
after one year have not yet reached

the production goals which we set 
for ourselves, but we have reached 
preparedness for mass production 
in defense industries. 

“From now on we need better 
planning, better coordination, bet- 
ter management and more efficient 
sustained production. To this eng 
our executive council has pledged 
the co-operation of all affiliated 
unions in making full use of the 
conciliation and mediation machin- 
ery set up by the government, so 
that every effort can be made to 
prevent stoppage of work.

that would otherwise result in 
strikes.

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Commodities Are Sky : 


Sharp Increases in Living Costs 
Justify Wage Increases -- Green 


FOOD PRICES HAVE GONE UP SIX PER 
CENT IN YEAR, OFFICIAL FIGURES SHOW 


The cost of living in thirty- 
three large American cities has in- 
creased more than three per cent 
in the past year, according to fig- 
ures made public by the bureau of 
labor statistics. 

Food prices have leaped six per 
cent, clothing two per cent, rent 
one per cent, house furnishings two 
per cent, and miscellaneous items 
two per cent, the survey showed. 

The index used by the depart- 
ment of labor bureau is based on 
the prices of 198 types of goods and 
services bought by wage earners 
and lower salaried clerical workers. 

A table showing the increases in 
the chief classifications from 
March, 1940, to April, 1941, is given 
below:

by the American Federation of 
Labor, stands four-square behind 
the president of the United States. 
Organized labor knows better per- 
haps than any other group of citi- 
zens what happens to the liberties 
which we cherish when democ 
goes under and totalitarianism 
comes into power. 

“Trade unions—nor for that mat- 
ter, any form of freedom cannot 
exist under a dictatorship. By the 
same token, dictators cannot long 
hope to maintain their power, 
where free trade unions operate. 

“As in 1916, 1917 and 1918, so 
again in 1941 the American Federa- 


| tion of Labor, made up as it is of 


millions of workers who know that 
we cannot be good trade unionists 
unless we are, first of all, good 
citizens, is giving and will continue 
to give to our national government 
the most wholehearted type of co- 
operation. I cannot speak for other 
organizations claiming to represent 
American labor, but so far as the 
American Federation of Labor is 
concerned, that is where we stand. 

“And so the answer to those who 
would inquire as to labor’s respon- 
sibility in this emergency is very 
simple. Labor’s responsibility 
labor’s job if you please—is to use 
its trade union machinery to the 
very limit to achieve a national 
defense that dictators will fear as 
well as respect.

Laws to forbid strikes in defense industries are being demand- 
ed by many persons. Totalitarian countries absolutely forbid 
strikes and lockouts; practically speaking, workers have little or 
no chance to express their grievances. This amounts to forced 
labor or industrial slavery. 

Compulsory arbitration is usually suggested to accompany 
proposals for outlawing strikes in this country. Under this ar- 
rangement strikes and lockouts would be forbidden by law and 
workers and management would be required to submit their 
differences to arbitration by a public agency. Both sides would 
be compelled to accept the award of the arbitrator, no matter 
what it might turn out to be. |

Labor Sacrifices 
When Canners Try 


| oad 


Industry Refuses to Bid 
Until Concession Are 
Granted; Profiteering 
Attempted 


Organized labor in the can- 
ning industry this week proved 
itself to be more patriotic than 
employers in sacrificing for 
the sake of national defense. 


The A. F. of L. agreed to permit 
an exemption of the industry from 
labor standards in the Walsh- 
Healey act so that there would be 
no delay in the war department 
obtaining food supplies for its mil- 
itary forces. 

For many months the canning 
corporations have waged a virtual 
“sitdown strike” against the gov- 
ernment. They have refused to bid 
on army orders for canned fruits 
and vegetables unless they were 
freed from the provisions of the 
Walsh-Healey law. 

Requirements Reasonable 

That statute is one of the key- 
stones of the nation’s labor legis- 
lation. It requires producers of ma- 
terials for the government to pay 
time and one-half wage rates for 
overtime work above eight a day 
or 40 a week; bans the use of child 
labor and carries other safeguards 
for workers. 

Instead of cracking down on the 
canners for their refusal to bid un- 
der terms of that act, the war de-! 
partment earlier this year asked| 
the department of labor to waive 
the law. Later it withdrew the ap- 
plication after labor raised strong} 
objections, 

In the interval, it made efforts 
to buy canned gooas on the open} 
market, but jobbers ran up their} 
prices Then the “generals” re- 
newed their earlier request, declar- 
ing it is now more urgent than ever 
that the law be suspended. 

Labor Demands Safeguards | 

Because the peak canning season | 
is approaching and huge food sup. 
plies will be required for the army 
of draftees, the A. F. of L. wrote 
the secretary of labor that, “in 
view of the urgency” and the needs| 
of defense they would give up their 
opposition temporarily. I 

They laid down certain reserva-/ 
tions, however: that the exemption | 
be limited to overtime pay and not. 
to other provisions of the law and 
that it be restricted to the 108 | 
season, |

Reporting on profits in the latest 
Labor’s Monthly Survey, the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor says: ‘“Na- 
tional City bank announces that 
2,590 corporations in trade, trans- 
portation, utilities, mining and 
manufacturing earned an average 
profit of more than 7 per cent on 
capital (net worth) in 1940. In 
manufacturing many industries 
earned more than 10 per cent. 
These profits were after all taxes 
had been provided for. Since the 
usual profit rate on venture capital 
in recent years has been about 6 
per cent, industry today is clearly 
earning profits well above average 
and can afford wage increases.”
